TWENTY-THIRD  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

Board  of  Managers 

PRESENTED  TO  THE  CONTRIBUTORS, 

JANUARY  5,  1  875. 

The  Managers  of  the  Hospital  are  glad  and  thankful 
to  be  able  to  report  to  the  Contributors,  that,  through 
another  year,  the  benevolent  work,  for  doing  which  the 
Hospital  was  established,  has  been  carried  on  with  the 
usual  effectiveness  and  success. 

From  the  statistics  hereto  appended,  it  will  appear 
that  the  number  of  patients  admitted,  during  the  year, 
has  been  1071,  of  whom  848  were  males,  and  223 
were  females;  521  ot  the  whole  number  being  ad¬ 
mitted  to  the  surgical  wards  and  550  to  the  medical. 
Adding  to  these  the  number  remaining  in  the  Hos- 
pital  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  (113),  there  will  be 
seen  to  have  been  a  total  of  11S4  cases  under  treat¬ 
ment  in  the  house  during  the  year;  a  greater  num¬ 
ber  than  has  been  cared  for  during  any  year  of  the 
Hospital’s  existence.  Ol  this  number,  634  were  dis¬ 
charged,  cured  ;  302  improved  :  46  unimproved  ;  while 
87  have  died  ;  leaving  in  the  Hospital  at  the  present 
time  1 1 5. 

The  daily  average  number  of  patients  in  the  Hospi- 
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tal  has  been  118^  ;  the  average  duration  of  treatment 
has  been  41^2  days, 

In  addition  to  the  large  number  of  patients  cared  lor 
in  the  wards,  9594  cases  have  been  prescribed  for  in 
the  Dispensary.  Of  these,  6420  were  medical  cases, 
and  3174  surgical,  being  a  daily  average  of  30^  new 
cases,  and  showing  a  large  increase  over  any  previous 
year;  an  increase  of  2068  over  last  year. 

The  expense  of  maintaining  each  patient  in  the 
House,  has  been  about  the  same  as  last  year,  viz.  : 
something  over  one  dollar  ($1.07)  per  day. 

It  gives  the  Managers  great  pleasure  to  report  that 
the  new  wing  is  rapidly  approaching  completion.  It 
has  been  pushed  forward  with  commendable  activity, 
and  at  the  same  time  with  due  regard  to  the  character  of 
the  work.  When  completed,  it  will  be  a  structure, 
equally  beautiful,  substantial  and  convenient ;  and  will 
add  greatly  to  the  appearance  of  the  whole  Hospital 
building.  It  is  now  under  roof,  the  floors  laid,  and  the 
glazed  sash  nearly  all  in  place.  The  towers  are  also 
now  finished,  leaving  none  of  the  exterior  work  to  be 
yet  clone,  except  the  steps  at  the  entrances.  These 
will  be  erected  in  the  Spring;  by  which  time,  (the  plast¬ 
ering  and  wood-work  inside  having  been  meanwhile 
done,)  the  building  will  be  entirely  finished. 

At  as  early  a  date  alter  its  completion  as  practicable, 
it  will  be  taken  possession  of  for  the  charitable  purpo¬ 
ses  of  the  Hospital.  For  these  purposes,  it  is  now 
much  needed,  our  present  wards  being  almost  con- 


f> 1 6,8 1 2  44;  a  larger  sum,  notwithstanding  the  financial 
difficulties  of  the  times,  than  was  ever  received  before 
in  any  one  year  from  those  collections  ;  a  fact  which  is 
an  encouraging  indication  of  the  growing  interest  of 
the  Parishes  in  the  Hospital. 

In  the  month  of  April  last,  the  Board  of  Managers, 
and  the  Hospital  itself,  met  with  a  most  serious  loss  in 
the  death  of  Mr.  John  Bohlen,  who  had  been,  from  the 
beginning,  one  of  its  best  and  most  useful  friends.  The 
following  minute  and  resolution  in  reference  to  Mr. 
Bolden  were  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Board  at  a 
meeting  soon  after  his  lamented  death : 

“It  is  with  an  overwhelming  feeling  of  sorrow  for 
the  loss  sustained  by  the  Hospital  (in  the  founding,  en¬ 
dowment  and  management  of  which,  John  Bohlen  was 
one  of  the  earliest,  most  zealous,  and  faithful  laborers), 
that  the  Board  of  Managers  assembles,  in  the  sad 
knowledge  that,  by  his  sudden  death,  in  the  midst  of  a 
life  of  earnest,  active,  devotion  to  the  service  of  the 
Lord  Jesus,  we  have  lost  the  benefit  of  his  counsel,  the 
support  derived  from  his  active  co-operation,  and  the 
general  animating  influence  of  his  kindly  association. 

Among  the  first  and  most  liberal  contributors  to  the 
funds  of  the  Institution,  he  entered  into  the  earliest 
movements  for  its  establishment,  with  hearty  earnest¬ 
ness  of  approbation  of  the  principle  on  which  it  was 
founded,  and  diligent  effort  to  place  it  on  a  stable 
basis  ;  with  unwavering  constancy  he  rejoiced  to  aid 
in  every  step  of  its  progress ;  and  it  was,  while  in  the 
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active  discharge  of  his  duty  as  Visiting  Manager,  that 
he  was  suddenly  cut  out  of  our  midst,  faithful  to  the  end. 

With  humble  submission  to  Divine  Wisdom,  we  de¬ 
sire  thus  to  place  on  record  the  expression  of  the  deep 
sense  of  the  sad  loss  the  Hospital  has  sustained  in  his 
death,  and  by  which  we  are  oppressed. 

While  the  Board  thus  laments  the  loss  it  has  sus¬ 
tained  in  its  corporate  capacity,  the  members  of  this 
body  cannot  but  express  the  deep  grief  which  each  one 
feels  as  an  individual  friend,  as  we  are  made  sensible 
of  the  loss  of  his  genial  presence, — ever  cheering 
our  associations  by  his  happy  temper,  uniform  cour¬ 
tesy  of  manner,  and  earnest  zeal  in  the  promotion  of 
the  interests  by  which  we  are  united.  We  thank  God 
for  the  privilege  with  which  He  blessed  us  in  giving  us 
the  example  of  such  an  associate  and  friend,  and  ear¬ 
nestly  implore  Him  to  raise  up  for  us  some  one  who,  in 
like  spirit,  may  take  up  his  task  and  complete  his  work. 

“  Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  requested  to  transmit  to  his  bereaved 
widow,  children  and  sisters,  a  copy  of  this  minute,  with  the  assurance  of 
the  profound  sympathy  in  their  distress,  felt  by  the  Board  of  Managers 
of  the  Hospital  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  of  which  he  has  been 
a  most  valuable  and  faithful  member  from  its  organization  ;  as  well  as  by 
each  member  of  the  same  ;  to  all  of  whom  he  had  endeared  himself  by 
the  uniform  kindness  and  courtesy  which  attracted  their  affections,  while 
his  earnest  Christian  zeal  stimulated  their  exertions.” 

The  vacancy  in  the  Board,  occasioned  by  the  decease 
of  Mr.  Bohlen,  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr. 
Alexander  Brown. 

The  Board  announces  with  deep  regret,  that  they 
continue  to  be  deprived  of  the  presence  and  valuable 
counsels  at  their  meetings,  of  another  of  the  earliest 
and  most  useful  friends  and  Managers  of  the  Hospital, 


Mr.  John  C.  Cresson  ;  and  they  beg  to  assure  Mr. 
Cresson  of  their  deep  sympathy  with  him,  in  his  pro¬ 
longed  and  severe  illness. 

There  have  been  several  changes  in  the  Medical 
Board  of  the  Hospital.  Dr.  Horace  Y.  Evans,  a  Visi¬ 
ting  Physician,  having  resigned  his  position,  Dr.  F.  P. 
Henry  was  appointed  in  his  place.  In  the  place  of  Dr. 
Henry,  resigned  from  the  Dispensary  staff,  Dr.  Louis 
Starr,  was  appointed  on  that  staff.  In  the  same  de¬ 
partment,  Drs.  Mills  and  Risley,  were  appointed,  in  the 
places  of  Drs.  Santee  and  Schell,  resigned.  In  the  month 
ot  March,  Dr.  Wm.  H.  Hawkes  and  Dr.  Jas.  C.  Merrill 
were  elected  resident  physicians,  and  in  November,  Dr. 
Rudderow  was  elected  a  resident.  It  is  but  just  to  the 
gentlemen  composing  the  Medical  Board  and  Dispen¬ 
sary  Staff  to  say,  that  they  have  all  continued  to  render 
their  valuable  services  with  promptitude,  assiduity  and 
skill. 

Under  authority  given  by  the  Board,  the  Female 
ward  of  the  Hospital  was,  in  October  last,  placed  by 
the  Matron,  for  one  year,  under  the  special  oversight 
of  Miss  H.  E.  Austen,  a  lady  connected  with  the  Bishop 
Potter  Memorial  House,  and  who  had,  for  some  time, 
shown  her  great  interest  in  the  patients  of  that  ward 
by  unremitting  voluntary  attentions  to  them.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  appointment  may  be  only  the  precursor 
of  similar  ones — those  of  cultivated  and  devoted  ladies, 
for  the  other  wards.  By  such  appointments,  it  is  be¬ 
lieved,  the  comfort  and  the  well-being,  in  every  respect, 
of  the  patients,  would  be  greatly  promoted. 
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As  in  previous  years,  the  Hospital  has  been  kindly 
remembered  by  individuals  and  Parishes,  and  has  been 
the  recipient  from  them,  for  the  use  of  the  patients,  of 
a  variety  of  delicacies  and  useful  articles,  which  they 
could  not  otherwise  have  had.  These  very  acceptable 
donations  will  be  found  specially  acknowledged  in  the 
Superintendent’s  report.  The  Hospital  continues  to 
receive  from  the  North  Pennsylvania  and  the  Lehigh 
Valley  Railroads,  the  benefit  of  the  drawback  of  freight 
on  the  coal  received  through  them  ;  for  which  the 
Managers  express  their  obligations.  The  Managers 
also  feel  called  upon  to  express  their  satisfaction  at  the 
manner  in  which  Dr.  Knight,  the  Superintendent,  and 
Miss  Lehman,  the  Matron,  continue  to  discharge  their 
respective  duties.  They  also  feel  that  their  thanks  are 
due  to  Dr.  Knight,  for  his  valuable  co-operation  with 
the  Building  Committee  in  their  efforts  to  have  every 
thing  about  the  new  building  promptly  and  well  done. 

It  only  remains  that  the  Board  congratulate  the 
friends  of  the  Hospital  on  the  anticipated  early  comple¬ 
tion  of  the  wing  now  in  process  of  erection,  and  that  they 
express  the  earnest  hope,  that,  with  the  new  and  in¬ 
creased  facilities  which  will  be  afforded  by  it,  of  reliev¬ 
ing  misery  and  doing  good,  there  may  be  manifested, 
on  the  part  of  the  Lord’s  servants  and  of  the  friends  of 
humanity,  a  corresponding  disposition  to  avail  them¬ 
selves  of  those  increased  facilities,  for  doing  a  work, 
which,  there  is  reason  to  believe,  is  peculiarly  accepta¬ 
ble  in  the  sight  of  the  loving  Saviour  and  the  All-Mer¬ 
ciful  Father. 


STATISTICAL  REPORT  FOR  1874. 


SUMMARY. 

During  the  year,  ten  hundred  and  seventy-one 
(1071)  patients  have  been  admitted.  At  the  date  of 
last  report,  one  hundred  and  thirteen  (113)  patients 
were  in  the  Hospital,  making  a  total  number  treated 
during  the  year,  one  thousand  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
four(ii84).  Of  these  ten  hundred  and  sixty-nine 
(1069)  were  discharged;  of  whom  634  were  cured  302 
improved,  46  unimproved,  and  87  died;  leaving  115, 
or  seventy-two  men,  thirty-seven  women  and  six  chil¬ 
dren,  in  the  wards  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

There  have  been  nine  thousand  five  hundred  and 
ninety-four  (9594)  Dispensary  patients  prescribed  for 
during  the  year  ;  of  this  number,  six  thousand  four 
hundred  and  twenty  (6420)  were  Medical,  and  three 
thousand  one  hundred  and  seventy  four  (3174)  were 
Surgical  cases.
